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Death of Dr. George P. Ikirt 
East Liverpool today mourns the death of Dr. George Pierce 
Ikirt, 74, school teacher, law student, physician and surgeon and 
statesman, who, as he often wished, succumbed “in the harness” 
Saturday at his home in West Sixth street. 
Few men have had a more active career than Dr. Ikirt, who 
‘ ass the Democratic representative of the Eighteenth Ohio dis­ 
trict in the United States congress for one term, and then de­ 
clined renomination by his party. 
Bom near the West Beaver church in Columbiana county, he 
received his early education in tile district and Lisbon schools. At 
IV he was appointed a school teacher and at the same time he 
began the study of law under Jonathan H. Wallace, who later be­ 
anie congressman. Forced by ill health to abandon his plans to 
become a lawyer, he began the study of medicine, in which he 
rraduated, and for 51 years he practiced his profession in the 
$ast Liverpool district. 
In politics he was an ardent Democrat, but he never permitted 
party lines to influence his judgment on public issues. Possessed 
of the courage of his convictions, he opposed President Grover 
Cleveland, whom he twice helped to elect, on the silver question. 
He was known as a “war horse” of his party, in which he 
MIS a recognized leader for many years. He numbered among his 
friends such men at the late Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, for many 
years known as the “czar” of the House pf Representatives, and 
the late William Jennings Bryan, who always was a guest in the 
Ikirt home when he visited East Liverpool. 
Besides his activity in his profession and his interest iii poli­ 
tics, Dr. Ikirt was also a business man. And, too, he was known for 
his charities. 
Dr. Ikirt’s death is a great loss ^,0 East Liverpool, where he 
jfas fevered.

Outlawing War. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 13 — 
Senator William E. Borah and his pro- 
posal to outlaw w ar are receiving 
some hard knocks from some of tile 
ablest knockers in the United States, 
including 
former A ttorney 
General 
George W. W ickerham , Dr. A- Law­ 
rence Lowell, president of Harvard 
University, Everett Colby, and Irving 
Fisher, professor of economics at Yale 
University. 
One of the verbal blud­ 
geons with which he is being assailed 
is the charge by Professor Fisher th at 
the Idaho statesm an has emulated the 
late Senator Philander C. Knox in 
dragging red herrings across the trail 
leading to American entrance Into the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court. 
Dragging red herrings across trails 
Is regarded as an especially reprehen­ 
sible practice, it seem s, but Senator 
Borah’g friends insist that it can not 
be done where there isn't a trail and 
that it has yet to be proved that there 
is a trail leading to American en­ 
trance into the League of Nations. 
Professor Fisher has been engaged 
in a debate with Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, pastor of the Community 
Church of New York, on.the question, 
“Is the League of N ations effective 
and can it be made so?’’ and he has 
been supporting the afirm ative. There 
is something about the way the ques­ 
tion is stated that arouses hoots and 
other derisive dem onstrations from 
the Borahites. who say that the latter 
half of it is the negation of the first. 


That is to say, to debate w hether the 
League of Nations can be made ef­ 
fective is to assume that it is not 
effective. 
However that may be, the question 
as stated was duly debated in Sym­ 
phony Hall, New York, and the only 
things 
lacking in 
the 
information 
about the affair th at has been perm it­ 
ted to filter out to the general public 
are definite statem ents as to who Won 
and w hether the victory was by a 
knockout or a decision on points. 
Merely a Pious Aspiration. 
The head of H arvard University, in 
a letter read by Professor Fisher, said 
in effect that the best he could hand 
the Borah outlawry of w ar idea was 
to characterize it as m erely a pious 
aspiration. 
“Borah’s proposal for the outlawry 
of war,” wrote Dr- Lowell, “reminds 
me of Jam es Russell Lowell's We are 
all agin wrong in the abstract, for 
that kind of wrong bo one ever com­ 
m itted.’ 
It does not seem to me to 
be a thing to oppose, because it is 
nothing but a pious aspiration, which 
is meaningless. 
In fact, it is a con­ 
fusion of ideas. Outlawry means piac- i 
ing outside of the protection of the ‘ 
law’. 
You outlaw’ a man, when any­ 
body may kill him with impunity; but 
you can not outlaw an act or a crime. 
You can not outlaw m urder—you out­ 
law the m urderer, and then anyone 
may kill him who pleases; but it 
sounds well, and some people think 
it m eans something. It merely means 
calling w ar bad names. 
The World 
Court and the League of Nations are 
teal m eans toward an end; whereas 
the outlawry of war is praising an end 
w ithout creating any means for carry- 
ing it out. T hat is the way it lies in! 
ray mind.’*

East Liverpool today mourns the death of Dr. George Pierce 
ikirt, 74, school teacher, law student, physician and surgeon and 
statesman, who, as he often wished, succumbed “in the harness” 
Saturday at his home in West Sixth street. 
Few men have had a more active career than Dr. Ikirt, who 
jvas the Democratic representative of the Eighteenth Ohio dis­ 
trict in the United States congress for one term, and then de­ 
clined renomination by his party. 
Bom near the West Beaver church in Columbiana county, he 
received his early education in tile district and Lisbon schools. At 
IV he was appointed a school teacher and at the same time he 
began the study of law under Jonathan H. Wallace, who later be- 
;ame congressman. 
Forced by ill health to abandon his plans to 
become a lawyer, he began the study of medicine, in which ho 
graduated, and for 51 years he practiced his profession in the 
Past Liverpool district. 
In politics he was an ardent Democrat, but he never permitted 
party lines to influence his judgment on public issues. Possessed 
of the courage of his convictions, he opposed President Grover 
Cleveland, whom he twice helped to elect, on the silver question. 
He was known as a “war horse” of his party, in which he 
was a recognized leader for many years. He numbered among his 
friends such men at the late Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, for many 
years known as the “czar” of the House pf Representatives, and 
the late William Jennings Bryan, who always was a guest in the 
Ikirt home when he visited East Liverpool. 
Besides his activity in his profession and his interest iii poli­ 
tics, Dr. Ikirt was also a business man. And, too, he was known for 
his charities.

There are few “good conversationalists” nowadays—for which 
heaven be praised! Gifted talkers used to be always monopolizing 
the conversation when we wanted to talk. It takes long practice 
and much native ability to become a first-class talker, and then it 
may only get you disliked. But almost anyone, it appears, may 
become a pleasant and popular person in conversational gatherings, 
vnd that is really worth while.

Cromwell’s “wart and-all” theory 
should never he applied in conversation, in which the quality of 
election is of its very essence. Third, if you must tell a story— 
md please don’t do so if you can help it—never imitate the man- 
terisms or intonations of the people you are describing. 
“Fourth, look interested, and, if possible, be interested in 
chat other people say. Do not let your eyes or your attention 
Vander. A good listener is never a bore. 
“We cannot all handle foils with skill, but we can all toss back 
•be conversational ball when it is thrown at us, and it should be 
tossed back lightly—not hurled in the face of our opponent, who 
Should be regarded as a partner in the social game rather than as 
in antagonist.” 
Too many people, afflicted with logical minds, seem to think 
hat every, conversation has to be an argument instead of a eo- 
iperative discussion, and that they are under moral obligations to 
;it>ve something every time they open their mouths.

Outlawing War. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 1 3 - 
Senator William E. Borah and his pro. 
posal to outlaw war are receiving 
some hard knocks from some of the 
ablest knockers in the United States, 
including 
former Attorney 
General 
George W. Wh-kersham, Dr. A. Law­ 
rence Lowell, president of Harvard 
University. Everett Colby, and Irving 
Fisher, professor of economies at Yale 
University. 
One of the verbal blud­ 
geons with which he Is being assailed 
is tho charge by Professor Fisher th at 
the Idaho statesman has emulated tile 
late Senator Philander C. Knox in 
dragging red herrings across the trail 
leading to American entrance into the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court. 
Dragging red herrings across trails 
Is regard* d as an especially reprehen­ 
sible practice, it seems, but Senator 
Borah’s friends insist that it can ti >t 
be done where there isn’t a trail and 
that it has yet to be proved that there 
is a trail leading to American en­ 
trance into the League of Nations. 
Professor Fisher bus been engaged 
in a debate with Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, pastor of Ute Community 
Church o f New York, o il the question, 
“Is the League of Nations effective 
and can it he made so?” and ho has 
been supporting the animative. There 
is something about the way the ques­ 
tion is stated that arouses hoots and 
other derisive demonstrations from 
the Boruhites. who say that the latter 
half of it is the negation of the first. 


T hat is to say, to debate whether the 
League of Nations can be made ef­ 
fective is to assume that it is not 
effective. 
However that may be, the question 
as stated was duly debated in Sym­ 
phony Hall. New Y'ork, and the only 
things 
lacking in 
the 
information 
about the affair that has been permit­ 
ted to filter out to tile general public 
are definite statements as to who won 
and whether the victory was by a 
knockout or a decision on points. 
Merely a Pious Aspiration. 
The head of Harvard University, In 
a letter read by Professor Fisher, said 
in effect that the best he could hand 
the Borah outlawry of w ar idea was 
to characterize^ it as merely a pious 
aspiration. 
"Borah's proposal for the outlawry 
of war,” wrote Dr- Lowell, “reminds 
me of James Russell Lowell’s 'We are 
all agin wrong In the abstract, for 
that kind of wrong bo one ever com­ 
mitted.’ 
It does not seem to me to 
be a thing to oppose, because it is 
nothing but a pious aspiration, which 
is meaningless. 
In fact. it is a con- _ 
fusion of ideas. Outlawry means pine-1 
ing outside of the protection of the 
law. 
You outlaw” a man, when any­ 
body may kill him with impunity; but 
you can not outlaw an act or a crime. 
You can not outlaw murder—you out­ 
law” the murderer, and then anyone 
may kill him who pleases; hut it 
sounds well, and some people think 
it means something. It merely means 
calling war bad names- 
The World 
Court and the League of Nations at­ 
teal means toward an end; whereas 
the outlawry of war is praising an end 
without creating any means for carry­ 
ing it out. That is the way it lies in 
ray mind.”

Professor Fisher said that with the 
deaths of President Woodrow Wilson 
and Senator Henry Cabot Lodge the 
old enmities which 
blinded men’s 
eyes in regard to the League of Na- 
tions> and. to some extent, the World 
Court, have largely disappeared. And 
while interest in the subject has also 
somewhat abated the country seems 
ready now to consider this subject 
anew in the light of experience, with 
the actual working of the League and 
the Court. 
The only obstacles so far as general 
public opinion is concerned, according 
to the Yale professor, are indifference 
and confusion. 
The confusion has 
been brought about, he thinks, and he 
concedes that it has been rather clev­ 
erly done, through the offer of sub­ 
stitutes for the League and the Court. 
Many people have been and are still 
being deluded in this way, he says,

and while perfectly sincere themselves 
they have been made use of by insin­ 
cere politicians, who have resorted to 
the well known political trick of offer­ 
ing substitutes as red herrings across 
the trail. 
Now For The Fish. 
“There have been three red her­ 
rings.” says Professor Fisher. 
“The 
first was the ‘Association of Nations' 
proposal, by which an effort was made 
to kill ‘the’ League of Nations by offer­ 
ing ‘a’ League. 
The second was the 
attem pt to revivify the so-called old 
Hague Tribunal as a substitute for the 
International Court of Justice—thus 
trying to kill ‘the’ Court by offering 
‘a ’ court in its place. 
And, third, 
there is the effort to concentrate the 
attention of peace-lovers on the pro­ 
posal to ‘outlaw war.’ The aphorism, 
beware of Greeks offering gifts, might 
well be heeded by proponents of the 
Court and the League.” 
I 
Where, he asks, is the “Association 
of Nations” to-day? Why, if it were u 
sincere movement, has It not been 
pressed by those who proposed it? 
Where is the proposal to revivify the 
so-callpd Hague Tribunal? That, also, 
is all but forgotten. It Is obvious to­ 
day that there can be no Association 
of Nations but the one which now 
exists, nor any World Court other than 
the court which now exists- The old 
..Hague Tribunal was not a court, but a 
panel or list of names of possible ar­ 
bitrators. 
But the third red herring, 
says Professor Fisher, is still In evi­ 
dence. 
It was first drawn across the politi­ 
cal trail by Senator Knox to help de­ 
feat the League of Nations, he con­ 
tends, and it is now being drawn 
across the trail by Senator Borah for 
the same purpose. He says that Sena­ 
tor Borah has introduced his outlawry- 
of-war resolution three times, but 
nothing has been done about it, not a 
particle of progress has been made 
toward passing it through the Senate, 
and it is as dead as a herring that has 
been 
dragged 
across 
innumerable 
trails. 
“Of course,” says Professor Fisher, 
“no one can oppose the outlawry of 
war. That Is the object of every sane 
peace movement, hut the only out 
lawry that is feasible is the outlawry 
through the League and the Court.” 
After that the learned doctor em 
barks upon a discussion of the relative 
merits of “an” and a “a.” which makes 
it rather difficult for the lay mind, 
and leads to the thought that war will 
be outlawed or called off when the 
poor dumb brutes who are relied upon 
to fight wars decide that they are not 
mad enough to fight and quit on the 
job. 
A strike against war may be 
the next world-wide demonstration.

T hat is the object of every sane 
peace movement, hut the only out­ 
lawry that is feasible Is the outlawry 
through the League and the Court.” 
After that the learned doctor em­ 
barks upon a discussion of the relative 
m erits of “an” and a “a.” which makes 
it rath er difficult for the lay mind, 
and leads to the thought that war will 
be outlawed or called off when the 
poor dumb brutes who are relied upon 
to fight wars decide th at they are not 
mad enough to fight and quit on the 
Job. 
A strike against war may be 
the next world wide demonstrate.n.

W ith the completion of the "cut-off" 
j between Bayard and Canton th at part 
of the Cleveland & Pittsburgh division 
between 
R ochester and 
Canton is 
soon to become the busiest link in the 
Pennsylvania system connecting Chi 
i cago and New York, railroad officials 
' said today. 
Thousands of tons of freight is now 
being moved through E ast Liverpool 
daily. One day recently 37 trains are 
said to have passed here within one 
hour. 
On another day 58 trains were 
counted within three hours. Railroad 
officials estim ate 
th at 
between IOO 
j and 200 freight trains go through this 
city every day. 
Because of the low grades on the 


C. & P. division, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
company has practically abandoned 
the Fort W ayne division through East 
Palestine, Salem and Alliance as a 
freight road but it will continue as a 
passenger line. The building of the 
"cut-off" between Bayard and Canton 
last year was one step in m aking the 
road through E ast Liverpool the main 
freight artery In the system. 
Many of the through freight trains 
which pass here carry fruit, 
fresh 
m eats, produce and perishable goods, 
which m ust be rushed with all pos-j 
Bible haste. 
Solid trains of refrigera­ 
tor cars and live stock pass through 
here hourly.

division Is to become a freight line Is 
the fact th at the present two-track 
system is being rebuilt from Roches­ 
ter to Bayard. The old rails ar* being 
replaced with a new 130-pound rail, 
said to be the heaviest produced. The 
westbound track

W ellsville has already 
been rebuilt 
and m aterial for the reconstruction of 
the eastbound track is now on the 
ground.

East Liverpool today mourns the death of Dr. George Tierce 
ikirt, 71, school teacher, law student, physician and surgeon and 
statesman, who, as he often wished, succumbed “in the harness” 
Saturday at his home iii West Sixth street. 
Few men have had a more active career than Dr. Ikirt, who 
Aas lilt* Democratic representative of the Eighteenth Ohio dis 
Irict in the United States congress for one term, and then de­ 
clined renomination by his pally. 
Horn near the West Heaver church in Columbiana county, he 
received his early education in the district and Lisbon schools. At 
IV he was appointed a school teacher and at the same time he 
began the study of law under Jonathan II. Wallace, who later be- 
lanie congressman. Forced by ill health to abandon his plans to 
become a lawyer, he began the study of medicine, in which he 
graduated, and for 51 years he practiced his profession in the 
Bast Liverpool district. 
In politics he was an ardent Democrat, but he never permitted 
party lines to influence his judgment on public issues. Possessed ( 
of the courage of his convictions, he opposed President Grover 
Cleveland, whom he twice helped to elect, on the silver question. 
He was known as a “war horse” of his pally, in which he 
was a recognized leader for many years. Ile numbered among his 
friends such men at the late Speaker Joseph G. Cannon, for many 
years known as the “czar” of the House pf Representatives, and 
Hie late William Jennings Bryan, who always was a guest in the 
Ikirt home when he visited East Liverpool. 
Besides his activity in his profession and his interest in poli­ 
tics, Dr. Ik I ii was also a business man. And, too, he was known for 
his charities. 
Dr. Ikirt’s death is a great loss to East Liverpool, where he 
Vas revered.

Outlawing War, 
WASHINGTON. D. CL, Feb. 13— 
Senator William E. Borah and his pro. 
posal to outlaw war are receiving 
some hard knocks from some of the 
ablest knockers in the United States, 
Including 
former 
Attorney 
General 
George W. Wickers ham, Dr. A. Law­ 
rence Lowell, president of H arvard 
University, E verett Colby, and Irving 
Either, professor of economics at Yale 
University, 
o n e of the verbal blud­ 
geons with which he is being assailed 
is tin- charge by Professor F isher that 
the Idaho statesman has emulated tile 
late Senator Philander C. Knox in 
dragging red herrings across the trail 
leading to American entrance into the 
League of Nations and the World 
Court. 
Dragging red herrings across trails 
is regarded as an especially reprehen­ 
sible practice, it seems, but Senator 
Borall’s friends insist that it can not 
be done where there isn’t a trail and 
that it has yet to be proved that there 
is a trail leading to American en­ 
trance into the League of Nations. 
Professor Fisher has been engaged 
in a debate with Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, pastor of the Community 
Church of New York, on. the question, 
"Is the League of Nations effective 
and can it be made so?" and he has 
been supporting the animative. There 
is something about the way the ques­ 
tion is stated that arouses hoots and 
other derisive demonstrations from 
the Borahltes. who say that the latter 
half of It is the negation of the first. 


That is to say, to debate whether the 
League of Nations can be made ef­ 
fective Is to assume that it is not 
effective. 
However that may be, the question 
as stated was duly debated in Sym­ 
phony Hall, New* York, and the only 
things 
lacking 
in 
the 
information 
about the affair that has been permit­ 
ted to filter out to the general public 
are definite statements as to who won 
and whether the victory was by a 
knockout or a decision on points. 
Merely a Pious Aspiration. 
The head of Harvard University, In 
a letter read by Professor Fisher, said 
in effect that the best be could hand 
the Borah outlawry of war idea was 
to characterize it as merely a pious 
aspiration. 
"Borah's proposal for the outlawry! 
of war," wrote Dr. Lowell, ‘‘reminds 
me of James Russell Lowell’s ‘We are J 
all auin wrong in the abstract, f o r ' 
that kind of wrong no one ever com­ 
mitted.’ 
It does not seem to me to 
be a thing to oppose, because it is 
nothing but a pious aspiration, which 
is meaningless. 
In fact. it is a con­ 
fusion of ideas. Outlawry means plac­ 
ing outside of the protection of the 
law*. 
You outlaw a man, when any­ 
body may kill him with Impunity; but 
you can not outlaw an act or a crime. 
You ean not outlaw murder—you out­ 
law the murderer, and then anyone 
may kill him who pleases; but it 
sounds well, and some people think 
it means something. It merely means 
calling war bad names- 
The World 
Court and the League of Nations ar* 
leal means towaad an end; whereas 
tho outlawry of war is praising an end 
without creating any means for carry­ 
ing it out. That is the way it lies In 
my mind.”

Professor Fisher said that with the 
deaths of president Woodrow Wilson 
and Senator Henry Cabot Lodge the

And 
while interest in the subject has also 
somewhat abated the country seems 
ready now to consider this subject 
anew in the light of experience, with 
the actual working of the League and 
the Court. 
The only obstacles bo far as general 
public opinion is concerned, according 
to the Yale professor, are indifference 
and confusion. 
The confusion has 
been brought about, he thinks, and he 
concedes that it has been rather clev­ 
erly done, through the offer of sub­ 
stitutes for the League and the Court.

Now For The Fish. 
“There have been three red her­ 
rings.’’ says Professor Fisher. 
“The 
first was the ‘Association of Nations' 
proposal by which an effort was made 
to kill ‘the’ League of Nations by offer­ 
ing ‘a* League- 
Tile second was the 
attem pt to revivify the so-called old 
Hague Tribunal as a substitute for the 
International Court of Justice -thus 
trying to kill ‘the* Court by offering 
‘a ’ court in its place. 
And, third, 
there is the effort to concentrate the 
attention of peace-lovers on the pro­ 
posal to ‘outlaw war.’ The aphorism, 
beware of Greeks offering gifts, might 
well be heeded by proponents of the 
Court and the League." 
Where, he asks, is the “Association 
of Nations” to-day? Why, lf it were u 
sincere movement, has it not been 
pressed by those who proposed It? 
Where is the proposal to revivify tho 
so-callpd Hague Tribunal? That, also, 
is all but forgotten. It is obvious to­ 
day that there can be no Association 
of Nations but the one which now 
exists, nor any World Court other than 
the court which now exists. The old 
• Hague Tribunal was not a court, but a 
panel or list of names of possible ar­ 
bitrators- 
lint. the third red herring, 
says Professor Fisher, is still In evi­ 
dence. 
It was first drawn across the politi­ 
cal trail by .Senator Knox to help de­ 
feat the League of Nations, he con­ 
tends, and it is now being drawn 
across the trail by Senator Borah for 
th** same purpose. He says that Sena­ 
tor Borah has introduced his outlawry- 
of-war resolution three tunes, but 
nothing has been done about It, not a 
particle of progress has been made 
toward passing it through the Senate, 
and it is as dead as a herring that. Ii is 
been

Innumerable 
trails. 
“Of course," says Professor Fisher, 
no one can oppose the outlawry of 
war. That is the object of every sane 
peace movement, hut the only out­ 
lawry that Is feasible is the outlawry 
through the League and the Court.” 
After that the learned doctor em­ 
barks ujion a discussion of the relative 
merits of “an" and a “a,” which makes 
it rather difficult for the lay mind, 
and leads to the thought that war wilt 
be outlawed or called off when the 
poor dumb brutes who are relied upon 
to fight wars decide that they are not 
mad enough to fight and quit on the 
job. 
A strike against war may be
